YOUTH 1S. SOUGHT 
AS GRAVE BARES 
MOTHER'S MURDER

Illinois Tragedy Is Re- 
vealed as Estranged 
Hushand Finds Body 
Hidden in Cellar.

— (United 
News.) —Efforts to capture a youth 
whose wealthy mother’s body was 
found in a shallow grave in the cellar 
of her home, were redoubled tonight 
as a coroner, after an autopsy, an- 

nounced she had been murdered. 
Harry Hill, 21, is the youth, and 
Mrs. Eliza Hill the victim of a kill- 


er's bullet. 

No charge has been filed against 
him but young Hill, it has been de- 
termined, knew of the shallow grave 
‘where his mother was hastily buried. 

Bullet Wound and Gash. 

The autopsy of Dr. 
of LaSalle county, showed a bullet 
had entered Mrs. Hill’s , left ear. 
There also was a jagged gash in her 
forehead, but this may have been 
caused in exhuming the ‘body, which 
was discovered by her estranged hus- 
band, Dr. H. C. Hill, and the police 
of Streator, Ill., where the Hill home 
is located. She had been dead at 
least a week. 

The home, one of the largest in 
Streator, sits in the midst of a large 
estate completely surrounded by a 
tall hedge. rambling 15-room 
heuse, it is shielded from the street 
and, because of Mrs. Hill’s reputation 
of being somewhat of a recluse, her 
disappearance had not been noticed 
by neighbors. 

Young Hill had all a normal youth 
would desire, according to neighbors, 
but he had a craving for luxury. Only 
recently, according to investigators, 
he had ‘forged two checks, one for 
$400 and one for $1,200. signing his 
mother’s name. 

Search Made for Son. 

Search for Hill has extended 
throughout the state. He had been 
at the home of William Bridges, who 
was a chum, until neon. Chi- 
cago detectives arrived there an hour 
later, x

to Comrades 


Bosten, Amgust 23.— (United 
News.)—“Friends and comrades, now 
that the tragedy of this trial is at an 
end, be all as of One heart. Only two 
of us will die. Our ideal, you our 
comrades, will live by millions. We 
have won, we are not vanquished.” 

So wrote Nicola Sacco and Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti a few hours before 
they went to their death. The letter, 
penned in the death house, was ad- 
dressed to “Dear friends and com- 
trades of the Sacco-Vanzetti defense 
committee” and was signed by botlr 


men. It was as follows: 

“After tomorrow night we will be 
executed, save a new staying of the 
execution by either the United States 
supreme court or Governor Alvan T. 
Fuller. 

“We have no hope. This morning 
our brave defender and friend, Mi- 
chaek Angelo Musmanno, was here 
after his return from Washington and 
told us he would come back this aft- 
ernoon, if he would have time. Also 
Rosa and Luigia were. here this morn- 
ing and they, too, promised us to re- 
turn this afternoon. But now it is 
5:30 p. m. and no one returned yet.

AFTER SEVEN YEARS! 

In the execution of Nicola Saeco 
and. Bartolomeo Vanzetti in the 
Massachusetts state prison for 4 
murder committed in that state 
Séven years ago the law has at last 
been vindicated. 

It matters not’ what one may 
think of the justice or injustice of 
capital punishment for murder or 
for any other crime, so long as it 
remains the law of a state it should 
be enforced.

Trial by jury has come down to 
us from the old English law and is 
regarded as the one indisputable and 
unchallengeable guarantee of fair- 
ness to the accused.

The Great Artist of Nature made 
the land a trinity of terrestial beau- 
ty, riches and glory. redundant in the 
resources of health, industria] exer- 
cise, comfort and plenty. It is not 
to be wondered at that the inhabi- 
tants are almost wholly native-born 
and have found no persuasive reasons 
to seek either residence or fortunes in 
other commonwealths.

Self-Govetning Individualists. 

_ These people of Kalatopia are the 
lineal descendants of those forest-fos- 
tered tribes of the old world that re- 
acted against Roman world-rule and 
replaced its conquests in northern Eu- 
rope and Britain with an original or- 
der of royalism. slowly shaping to- 
ward individualism and democratic 
domination of the regal system. When 
the scions broke away into a new 
world arena, they left kings in the 
discard and established the rule of the 
mass, motivated by the power of the 
majority. 

Therefrom has come to pass the 
system of personal liberties and com- 
munity rights that distinguishes Ka- 
latopia as the most representative 
democracy on the globe. It avoids 
ochlochracy by those checks and bal- 
ances that maintain “a government of 
laws and not of men i 

* * 


‘ On the American Model. 


Kalatopia was discovered and is in- 
habited by people of American origin 
and languag and quite naturally 
they employed American fundamentale 
in vad organization of their common- 
wealth. 


The old basic federal constitution 
was adopted, with but slight modern- 
izing chauges, to adapt it to strictly 
state purposes. : 

The country being homogeneois in 
the character of the citizenship the 
local interests are varied only by eli- 
matic conditions of productivity and 
industry, but those factors are not 
sufficiently emphatie to produce sec- 
tional jealousies and conflicts. Taken 
as a whole the life of the people is a 
common complex and they easily har- 
monize upon all the larger problems 
of their general welfage from _poli- 
tics, economics and governmental ad- 
ministration. 

* 
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The Chart of Government. 


The constitution of Kalatopia con- 
tains only about 3,000 words and fol- 
lows almost the exact structure and 
language of the American constitu- 
tion. It contains a simple and com- 
prehensive “Bill of Rights” and then 
sets out clearly the organization and 
functions of the legislative, executive 
and judicial departments, and the 
mode of making amendments. 


It differs from the American sys- 
tem in having but one legislative 
chamber, the members of which are 
elected for four years, with one-half 
retiring every two years. The body 
can only enact laws of general ap- 
plication throughout the state. It 


levies ahd appropriates the revenues 
of the state without constitution lim- 
itation other than the right of the 
governor to veto any item in any bill, 
subject to having his veto overruled 
by two-thirds of the legislature, 


They Elect Men to Govern. 

In this country the legislature is a 
small body, not much greater: than 
the directorate of a big bank or in- 
dustrial corporation. It lays down the 
laws by which the stafe is to be oper- 
ated and the state officers are 
charged to operate the government in 
accordance with them. 

The governor is a governor in fact 
and is responsible to the people for 
the safe and business-like administra- 
tion of the commonwealth. Except for 
the four elected members of his cabi- 
net, who are secretary of state, treas- 
urer, comptroller and attorney general, 
he hires and fires all other state of- 
ficers in the executive departments. 
The law leaves no leeway for any of 
them to obstruct or defy him in his 
administration of state business, 


The Plan of Taxation. 


These kalatopians do not believe in 
property taxes, holding that they are 
gross and inequitable penalties upon 
those who work, earn, save and in- 
vest in homes, public buildings and em- 
ploying industries. But they think 
taxes properly should be laid upon 
profits and so they tax incomes. I 
a citizen has no income that tax does 
not touch him. 

Then they believe that the easiest, 
fairest and most productive of all 
faxes is a small per cent paid by mer- 
chants who sell to consumers. In that 
way all who eat, drink, wear clothes 
and have other civilized wants pay a 
practically invisible part to them of 
the cost of the state; and it amounts 
to much to,the public funds. But it 
hurts nobody.

Education Up-to-Date. 


The educational system of this coun- 
try is absolutely up to date. It is 
managed by a board of university re- 
gents, who have studied all the sys- 
tems in America and Europe. They 
have framed a coordinated scheme of 
instruction that starts with the com- 
munity kindergarten aml steps up 
methodically into the clasSi€al, scien- 
tific and professional schools of the 
state university. ‘Tuition in all the 
schools is absolutely free, including 
textbooks and other auxiliaries. It 
is all paid for out of the state reve- 
nues. The teachers are the best quali- 
fied that can be had and the salaries 
are good living ones. School attend- 
a ce up to the high schools is com- 
yulsory. The illiteracy in the popu- 
lation is hardly countable.

A Happy, Thrifty People. 


Here are the happiest and thriftiest 
people that I have ever seen in any 
state. There are no voluntary paupers 
among them. The helpless indigent 
are most humanely taken care of by 
the state. All other persons must 
work who have not other adequate and 
honorable means of support. If they 
cannot find a job in the general labor 
market, the state gives them one on 
some public work. If they refuse that, 
they are sent to penal labor for the 
benefit of the state. 

Public order is preserved by a 
closely knit system of state police that 
operates alike in cities, towns and ru- 
ral regions. The members are fre- 
quently shifted to minimize collusions 
and corruption. The crime record is 
the lowest in the records of civilized 
states,

is here in Eupolis, the capital city. It 
is a municipal dream. For many dec- 
ades it grew haphazard and was in- 
artistic and ragged. But as the people 
became educated and learned in the

A week or two following my de- 
scription and picture of the meth- 
od l‘saw in a metropolitan rotograv- 
ure section four photographs of a 
man applying the Schaefer method, 
the finest illustrations of this first- 
aid maneuver I have ever seen publish- 
ed. But, alas, the first of these four 
fine pictures was all wrong—the life 
guard or swimming instructor demon- 
strating the method did not under- 
stand the physiological principles of 
prone pressute artificial respiration 
and he posed for the first picture in 
the fatal act of “draining water from 
the victim.” Having wasted several 
precious seconds at that—perhaps sac- 
rificing the precious spark of life—he 
then lets the victim down into the 
prone posture and commences the arti- 
ficial respiration. The life guard's 
well-meant but fatally erratic ideas 
run through all four of these other- 
wise perfect illustrations, for in ev- 
ery picture, except the first, he has 
the victim’s hand under the face to 
lift the victim’s nose and mouth up 
from the-ground, : ; 

The prone posture itself will drain 
any water or other fluid from the 
chest, if such water or fluid can be 
drained. That is, it will do so if 
the operator does ndt make the mis- 
take this life guard or swimming in- 
structor made in his demonstration. 
Place the victim prone (on his belly) 
on the ground or floor and let the 
victim’s hands rest palm down on the 
ground or floor either side of the head, 
but turn the victim’s face toward one 
side so that the entrance of air 
through the nose will not be obstruct- 
ed. In this posture the mouth is 
lower than the lungs and hence grav- 
ity alone drains any fluid that can 
be drained from the chest, so that the 
preliminary effort to “get the water 
out of the lungs” is a fatal waste of 
time at the best. Lose not one sec- 
ond in beginning resuscitation when 
a victim is rescued from the water.

ARKANSAS RAIN

Little Rock, Ark., August 23.—(4) 
More rain brought more trouble to- 
day to inhabitants of Arkansas’ flood 
areas, more than 100 persons being 
forced to flee their homes and seek 
tented shelter. 

Twelve bex cars filled with refu-

Chatham county is particularly af- 
fected by another of the bills signed 
today, an act which amends the con- 
stitution of the state so as to permit 
‘raising salaries of judges of superior 
courts and for other purpeses.

The presentation of the car to 
Bishop Candler, coming in the nature 
of a surprise, found him, as usual, 
equal to the occasion, and he respond- 
ed nobly to the presentation speech 
of former Senator Hoke Smith. The 
machine had been driven onto the 
spacious Jawn of the bishop's home, 
and the guests were all assembled 
when he was invited ont to meet his 
friends and presented with the Frank- 


lin segtn. 
Former Senator Smith was intro- 


duced by Norman C. Miller, who took 
the occasion to pay a tribute to the 
bishop, classing him as a great states- 
man in addition to his fame as a min- 
ister, bishop and author. “Learning 
that you fancied a Franklin car, we 
have come to make you a present of 
one on your 70th birthday.” said Sen- 
ator Smith. “It is a gift to you from 
your friends representing many de- 
nominations of Christians. All Chris- 


tians appreciate your splendid. work 


in the Master’s cause. 

“T personally regard you as the 
ablest preacher I have ever heard, and 
one of the greatest men of your gen- 
eration. You have given more than 
50 years of service to your people.” 
Referring -to Bishop Candler’s work 
as president of Emory college, Senator 
Smith paid high tribute to Bishop 
Candler’s power and leadership which 
have contributed greatly to the de- 


velopment of young men along Chris- 
tian and sound economic lines. Bishop 
Candler’s name will be associated with 
those of Bishops Pearce, Marvin and 
Haygood as four of the greatest 
bishops of the Methodist church, Sen- 
ator Smith declared.

declared Bishop Candler in telling how, 
as a youth, he read under Latin tutor 
three times the Essay of Cicero on 
friendship. 


“Cicero's conception of friendship 
was restricted by the paganism in 
which he lived; but my apprehension 


of friendship is that revealed by Chris- 
tian friends,” he said. “I love all 


Christian people and love to be loved 
by them. Three of my brothers and 
one of my sisters were Baptists, and 
three of my brothers and one sister 
were Methodists. A beloved aunt was 
an Episcopalian. You see, therefore. 
that my heart can not be easily bound 
by denominational Jines. Among the 
warmest friends who have blessed my 
life have been communicants of other 
churches than Methodist, and their 
Christian fellowship has enriched my 
soul and cheered my spirit. 

“This is a glad day to me, although 
they say I am 70 years old. But with 
such friends as are gathered about me 


I were but taking a fresh start in life. 
If I were far older, such tokens ol! 
friendship as you bring me would cause 
me to desire to live longer and would 
make death more difficult and the 
parting from the earth more reluctant. 

“I cannot feel that I can be classed 
with the great bishops named by my 
honored and loved friend, Senator 
Smith; but during my presidency of 
Emory college at Oxford I helped to 
make two men who are the. best of 
bishops, full of faith and good works, 
namely, Bishop William N. Ainsworth 
and Bishop James E. Dickey. It is 
a much finer achievement to make two 
great bishops than to become one sorry 
bishop.”

The deficit in the estimated revénue 
of the state under the new general 
tax bill passed by the legislature on 
the last night of its session will 
amount to less than $500,000, accord- 
ing to figures furnished Governor L.

New York, August 23.—General Mo- 
tors and Steel were again strong, but 


not as strong or aw active as yester- 
day. and with profit-taking or selling 
again going on elsewhere in the list 
on the strength of a few leading 
stocks. Close market observers report 
that during the price advance in lead- 
ing stocks of the past few days there 
has been some very significant selling 
of long stocks. 

Month after month professional 
traders in the stock market selling 
borrowed shares short did so at a loss. 
Month after month there was favorable 
news stock marketwise with the stock 
market ignoring whatever unfavorable 
news did appear from time tod time. 
Recently, however, it has become in- 
creasingly plain that favorable news 
(does not have the stock market effect 
it had while more attention is being 
paid to unfavorable news. 

Weeks ago it was reported in this 
column that salt water was playing 
havoc with some Mexican oil wells: 
that very little development of new 
fields was going on in that country; 
that some large Mexican companies 
were protecting themselves by making 
conrtacts for delivery of oil from Vene- 
zuela producers. This information is 
now being confirmed in widely pub- 
lished Wall street news with figures 
showing Mexican production of crude 
oil for the first half of 1927 at only 
$2,000,000 barrels against 50,000,000 
for the first half of 1926. These re- 
ports together with a further cut of 
10 cents a barrel were responsible for 
softness in oi] shares with Mexican 
letroleum more than soft. 


Rails Are Soft. 

Rails were soft on expectations of 
unfavorable July earnings statements 
in the very near future. Southern 
was an exception. This stock was 
strong on good. buying in anticipa- 


tion of another offering of new stock 
with rights. Last November the stock- 
holders authorized an increase of $30,- 

.000 new stock after which the 
company offered $10,000,000 new 
stock to shareholders at par. 

Delaware & Hudson had a quick ad- 
vance of over five points on what ap- 
peared to be the semi-official state- 
ment of Pennsylvania's position in the 
eastern railroad merger situation. 
Pennsylvania officials, according to 
this statement, believe that President 
Loree of Delaware & Hudson has al- 
ready gone so far with his eastern 
merger plans that Pennsylvania, Balti- 
more & Ohio and New York Central 
can no longer ignore him in their mer- 
ger discussions; that he must be taken 
into the next conference likely to he 
held within the next six or eight 
weeks. In this statement it is plain

What is happening stock marketwise 
and has been happening for a year 
or more is that we have been wit:

This 
is contrary to past stock market per- 
formances. In the past there has heen 
a definite trend to the market either 
in one direction or the other. Indus 
trial conditions for the past year, how 
ever, have been different from any 
heretofore experienced. Good reasons 
may he found for existing stock mar 
ket conditions. A stock market that 
shows advances for some stocks and 
declines for others is acting in a per- 
fectly natural and logical way. under 
under existing industrial conditions. 
So far some 300 industrial eompa- 
nies have reported net income for the 
first half of 1927. Eliminating unim- 
portant companies as well as General 
Motors and the U. S. Steel corpora- 
tion which in size and earning power 
are not typical of the average indus- 
trial company, the standard statistics 
company finds that the aggregate net 
income of 242 industrial companies 
representing a score of important in. 
dustries ig six per cent less for the 
first six months of 1927 than for the 
corresponding period of 1926. This 
appears to be about what was ex- 
pected at the beginning of 1927 when 
if was predicted by our industrial and 
financial leaders that 1927 would be 
a good year but not quite as good as 
1926 or 1925. 

Further analysis, however, brings 
out some striking resnits. Of the 24v 
companies 123 show gains in net im 
come for the first half of 1927 com- 
pared with a year ago, the aggregate 
gain for the 122 companies being 
24 1-2 per cent while 119 companies 
show smaller net income with the ag: 
gregate decrease 32 per cent under the 
first half of 1926. Of the 242 com- 
panies 165 are dividend payers. Ot 
this 165 companies, 54 earned the 
full year's dividend during the first 
six months, 130 covered their semi- 
annual dividend requirements. 35 fail- 
ed to earn their dividends. These fig. 
ures certainly throw light on why 
some stocks have been advancing with- 
out declining. 


Because of a conflict between the 
caption and the enacting clause of the 
Wilhoit bill fixing the tax on gaso- 
line at 4 cents a gallon Governor 
Hardman Tuesday sought a ruling 
from Attorney General George M.

Governor Hardman declared he 
would follow this advice and wounhl 
sign the hill when it comes to his 
desk Wednesday. 

The conflict arose when the cap- 
tion earried the tax at 4 cents a 
zallon while the distribution clause of 
the fund only made. provision for 
3 1-2 cents of the tax.

The following statement has been made on behalf of the Commonwealth of Australia by its Commissioner in 
the United States of America, Sir Hugh R. Denison, K. B. E.: 


GENERAL The Commonwealth of Australia is an integral part of the British Empire and comparable in importance 
with the Donimion of Canada. Loans of the Commonwealth issued in London enjoy the highest credit 
and constitute a legal investment for Trustees in Great Britain. 


PURPOSE OF This Loan is issued by the Commonwealth of Australia as a central borrower on behalf of itself and 
ISSUE the States of Australia. The proceeds of the Loan will be used for developmental and productive 


public works and for the payment of maturing debt. 


SINKING FUND The Commonwealth has established,a Sinking Fund for its public debt under the Nationa’ Debt 

Sinking Fund Acts, which provide that, during a fifty-year period beginning in 1923, payments 
from revenue to the Sinking Fund must be made at the rate of not less than 4% per annum of the amount of the 
Commonwealth loans outstanding in 1923 and loans subsequently issued, except those raised for the purpose of 
making local advances which are to be repaid to the Commonwealth and credited to the Sinking Fund. All German 
reparations received by the Commonwealth and one-half of the net profits of The Commonwealth Bank of Australia 
must also be paid into the Sinking Fund. Bonds acquired for the Sinking Fund must. be cancelled and sums equal to 
interest at 5% per annum on such bonds must be paid from revenue into the Sinking Fund (except as to bonds re- 
purchased or red-emed out of repaid advances, out of German reparations and out of surplus revenue paid into the 
Sinking Fund). The Sinking Fund is under the administration of a National Debt Commission, which applies the 
Sinking Fund moneys to the retirement of Commonwealth debt by the repurchase of loans in the open markets, by 
the redemption of loans prior to maturity, or by the pay ment thereof at maturity. 


In addition to the mandatory payments into the Sinking Fund, the Treasurer of the Commonwealth has authority 
to apply surplus revenue to redemption of debt, and in the four years ended June 30, 1927, $36,088,772 of sur- 
plus revenue has been so applied. The total amount applied from all sources to debt redemption in the same period 
of four years was $126,808,454, equivalent to an average annual rate of redemption of about 14%. 


GOVERNMENT The total gross debt of the Commonwealth as of June 30, 1927. amounted to $2.243,786.167. con- 
DEBT sisting of $402,196,472 external debt in the hands of the public: $416,440,265 debt to the British 
government (to be amortized by 1956 under a funding agreement of 1921); and $1,425,149,430 internal debt. 


At a recent conference of Premiers, an Agreement wat entered into for adjusting the financiel relationships be- 
tween the Commonwealth and the States of Australia. This Agreement will operate for two years, before the end 
of which period the people will be asked by referendum to embody the terms of the Agreement permanently in 
the Federal Constitution. The Agreement contemplates that the Commonwealth shal! take over the debts of the 
States, the Commonwealth to apply for a period of fifty-eight years from Julwy 1, 1927, towards the interest on 
those debts, a sum equal to the total of the per capita payments made by the Commonwealth to the States in the 
year ended June 30, 1927, and the States to provide the balance of the interest. There is a further provision that 
the Commonwealth and the States, out of their respective revenues, shall make annval contributions to a Sinking 
Fund, designed to extinguish the present ‘debts of the States in a period of between fifty and sixty years from the 
present time ard all future loans within a similar period from the time of their issuance.
